THE BUSHIOO. 


Moral D*etriBM *f tk* Sawar*i That

"The bushido" means "the moral doc- 


trines of the samurai,1' and they are 
obeyed by all the statesmen, soldiers 
and scholar* of Japan of the present 
time with as much holy respect as the 
Christian's reverence for the Bible 
and its teachings. In Japan Buddhism 
Is the popular religion, but Buddhist 
teachings ate not respected by educat- 
ed men or soldiers. 
In fact, most of 


them are atheists or agnostics, who 
do not believe in any religion but the 
doctrines of '"the bushido." 


"The bushido," for instance, teaches 


a man or woman to have-the courage to 
perform the hafa kiri if he or she com- 
mits a serious offense. 
The spirit of 


this doctrine is that the offender should 
kill himself Instead of waiting to be 
executed by the law, which latter is 
considered in Japan as one of the most 
cowardly thing.

are created equal and .under the constitution MUST BE TREATED 
AS EQUAL. 
The fact is that the natives of the Philippine Islands

Further, every one of our officials in foreign service is hedged 


about with all sorts of IRONCLAD RESTRICTIONS when he 
should be allowed the greatest freedom of action to meet all sorts of 
emergencies which are constantly arising.

among the municipal problems 
now commanding attention in 


Great Britain. 
Liverpool was one of 


the pioneers in tramway construction, 
though it was only recently that the 
municipality came into full possession 
of tramway properties. Its experience 
v/ith tbe boasted English conservatism 
is fairly typical. After George Fran- 
cis Train and other Americans- had 
demonstrated nt Birkenhend, a suburb 
of Lh erpool, tbe practicability of 
tramways the city authorized a com- 
pany to use its streets for that pur- 
pose. This -w'ris in 1869. Four years 
later the service was so insufficient 
that the city served notice on the com- 
pany to remove its tracks. 
Subse- 


quently a compromise was made by 
which the city reconstructed the lines 
at the cost of the company. In 1879 


company entered into an agree- 


ment with the city under which the lat- 
ter purchased the existing lines for 
$150,000 and completed various other 
ines, leasing the whole system to the 
company at a rental of 7</. per cent on 
the purchaae money from the date of 
construction, the lines to be maintain- 
ed at the cost of tbe city. In 1895 tbe 
city made a lease to the company ex- 
tending until 1!)15, but reserved tbe 
right to purchase under certain condi- 
tions. 


Two years later thf patience of Liv- 


erpool was exhausted. The compauy 
utterly failed' to properly jjrjrntige Its 
affairs. 
Its rates were extortionate 


and its service worse. It absolutely re- 
fused to introduce mechanical or elec- 
trical power, and after due deliberation 
the city decided to acquire and operate 
the undertaking. Parliament granted 
the power, aud in 1897 the entire 
system passed into the hands of the 
municipal authorities, the purchase 
price being about .$2,800,000. 


The city went about the tramway 


enterprise in a thorough business way. 
It proceeded to engage the services of 
C. II. Bellamy, one of tbe foremost of 
English civil and mechanical engineers, 
a mnn fully conversant with the sci- 
ence and practice of transportation on 
both sides of the Atlantic. In two 
years' time the hundred miles of horse 
car tracks had been transformed to 
electrical traction, and in addition 
there had been laid forty miles of new 
track. 


The citizens were delighted with the 


change. In tbe place of filthy, ill light- 
ed and slow moving horse cars, run- 
ning at long Intervals, there was in- 
stalled a system which in all respects 
compares favorably with the best mod- 
ern practice in the United States or on 
the continent. More than tbat, the city 
made a sweeping reduction in the 
rates of fare. 


It reduced tho hours of its conductors 


follow from tbe installation and opera- 
tion of a municipality owned and op- 
erated plant. 
The city would obtain 


its light and power at cost, private 
users would receive theirs at a mini- 
mum advance over the actual cost, aud 
manufacturers and merchants would 
therefore have an advantage over out- 
side competitors, who were compelled 
to pay rates vvh'ch yielded lur^e divi- 
dends to private ouners of light and 
power plants. Again, the surplus prof- 
its would go to tiic relief of tax rate-*, 
thereby making the circle of economy 
complete. 


Immediately after the acquiring of 


this property tbe tramways also cvune 
into the possession of the city, and the 
question arose whether or not to moke 
one generating system serve for rd! 
purposes. 
The opinions of experts 


were called for. It was the consensus 
of opinion that a pressure of 500 volts 
would enable the same plant to be used 
for - lighting and traction and that 
there would be a distinct gain as re- 
gards first cost, management, economy 
and surplus power attained by com- 
bination. It tvas therefore decided to 
erect two large power stations. 


Each station has a capacity of 20.- 


000 horsepower, but .so great has been 
the demand made on them that new 
ones are needed, and some have alreadj 
been constructed. England has learn 
ed to use the refuse swept from tht 
streets for fuel. Several small power 
stations deriving- their power from tbe 
burning of the refuse are now in suc- 
cessful operation, and it is expected 
that the total supply from this source 
will reach 10,000 horsepower 
A few 


years ago Liverpool spent large sums 
of money for the purpose of throwing 
this material and its stored up energy 
away. 
When the plant passed from 


the control of tbe private company its 
output was less than 3,000,000 units 
It has grown in seven years to ten 
times that amount. 


When the city purchased the under- 


taking from private interests the rale 
charged for lighting was 7% pence per 
unit and for power 5 pence per unit. 
At the present time tbe rates are 4 
pence for lighting, 2 pence for street 
lighting, 2 pence for power up to 3,000 
units per quarter and 1VS pence there- 
after. The charge to tbe tramways is 
1.2 pence per unit. In other words, the 
price has been more than cut in half, 
and this has been done despite the fact 
that the price of coal, oil 
item of expense has decidedly in- 
creased since the city took control ol? 
the plant. 


Liverpool has Invested $7.500,000 in 


her electrical plant. The profits for the 
year ended on Jan. 1, 1903, were in 
round figures $300,000. After meeting 
all charges and setting aside a liberal 
Amount for renewals aud depreciation 
the electrical department made a con- 
tribution of $60,000 to the tax fund. It

The private 


company sold tbe men's uniforms and 
received a tidy profit from the transac- 
tion. Tbe ciry gave uniforms to its 
men nnd only insisted that they keep 
them clean nnd in good repair, so as to 
reflect credit on their employer. 


The first year of electrical traction 


and of a trial of all of those radical re- 
forms was 1001, and when all expenses 
had been pnid there remained a profit 
of more th.m $700.000. The best the 
private eon::>.my bad been able to show 
with its ln-th fares low \v,iees nnd nig- 
gardly I'oli-y \v>rf tflSi.OOO. After pay- 
ing ii.io 1!ir .iiik'n' t'ni -1. mcv'.lnc, in- 
terest cn.iii,\s and wtt'a^ !)&:.le $175,- 
000 for rciis-sv.ila anil ile,r. tvlation tlieie 
remained a large sum. 


The proilu for the S<H nnd jeai weve 


$805,000, an inerosihe o\er the* preced- 
ing yenr of $1 t;.", two. The tramways 
department contributed $125,000 of this 
to the general lax fund. 


In addition to its voluntary contribu- 


tion to the general fund the municipal 
tramway" paya its taxes just as If It 
''were a private corporation. This prac- 
tice is common with the municipal. 
enterprises of nil cities in Great Brit- 
ain. 
Municipal tenements and cottages, 


municipal pas plants nnd electrical 
Mghting and power stations, tramways, 
markets nnd nil other revenue seeking 
institutions pay not only city but al<so 
income taxes. Last year Liverpool's 
tramways paid in taxes a sum exceed- 
ing $05,000. The city owns th« elec- 
trical power plant, but the tramway* 
department was charged with every 
unit of power it used. It therefore 
stand* squarely on Itt own bottom. 


Almost simultaneously with its pur* 


Chan* of the tramways Liverpool set 
about to Acquire the electric lighting 
and power Industry.

cent public buildings, beautiful parks 
and a progressive and enterprising ad- 
ministration. It is one of tbe world's 
most opulent property owners. Exclu- 
sive of its streets, parks and its inter- 
est in the miles of docis, it owns prop- 
erty which has a market price of be- 
tween $83,000,000 and $90,000.000. 


One may .be,born in a Liverpool mu- 


uicipal'nospital, be educated and train- 
ed in >lts schools and colleges, may earn 
a living by working for It in a score of 
capacities: be may live in a house the 
rent of which goes to tbe city as bis 
landlord; he may retire on a munici- 
pal pension, may die and be cremated 
at public expense, or his bone* may 
rett IB a municipal burial ground.

But fato hib kindly 
made up in every po-ssible \\-uj ior the 
a\\ful deprivation of sight. Intellectual 
gifts of a high order were the 1'ttle 
blind girl's, an 
intuitive sense of 


rhythm and a musical car so keen and 
correct that a discord of sound is mis- 
ery to her. The horror of discord ex- 
tends also to the moral nature of the 
sweet souled blind woman. 
Quarrel- 


Ing is moral discord most hideous, and 
it shatters the whole being of the sight- 
less singer. She loves children dearly, 
and they say it matters not how up- 
roarious young ones around her become 
so long as it is in mirth. But let them 
begin to squabble and fuss—ah, that is 
different. She is greatly distressed. 


Fanny Crosby was born In Southeast, 


Putnam county, N. Y. She was educat- 
ed at a school for the blind and in 1847 
began to teach at the Institution For 
the Blind In New York city. She had 
used her school days well, and among 
the branches In which she was in- 
structor were Greek, rhetoric and an- 
cient and modern history. 
Eleven 


years she was a teacher. 


But all the years since her childhood 


the rhythm of songs unwritten had 
been beating in her brain, breaking al- 
ways against the thoughts which were 
sent out to other things. When she 
was only eight years old -she had writ- 
ten:
